LETTER INVITING CONTRIBUTIONS TO AN EMBASSY 
BANK ACCOUNT FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE 
RWANDAN ARMED FORCES. 

- IN VIEW OF THE PRESENT SITUATION - INCLUDING 
THE UN ARMS EMBARGO ON RWANDA AND 
ALLEGATIONS THAT THE RWANDAN ARMED FORCES 
HAVE BEEN INVOLVED IN ATROCITIES AND 
VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN LAW 
- THE DEPARTMENT STRONGLY CONDEMNS THIS 
ACTION. 

- WE HAVE CALLED IN THE RWANDAN AMBASSADOR 
AND INFORMED HIM THAT THIS ACTIVITY MUST 
CEASE. THE AMBASSADOR AGREED TO COMPLY. 
WE WILL CONTINUE TO MONITOR THE SITUATION 
CLOSELY.
